He has been identified with 
all the great patriotic movements in 
the Dominion in the last thirty years, 
and since the cariy '90s he has been 
particularly dovoted to the upbuild- 
ing of the British Empire. For these 
rervices he was knighted in 1908; and

The strengthening -of Imperlal tics

WASHINGTON, March 3.—The de- 
cision of President “Wilson to order 
the arming, fore and aft, of American 
Merchant ships as soon as Congrez

—but no wild-eyed Socialist rises to 
denounce him as a time-wasting 
aristocrat.

He has a personality. People take 
a second look at him. His sound, 
well-knit,. athletle figure is  sur- 
mounted by a strong face. About 
the corners of. the eyes are ,the 
crow's feet of Jaughter. - His lips are 
tight pressed, as are those of, every 
man of action, but three is an up- 
ward turn ut the corners, They are 
very ready to break into a smile, but 
they can straighten with irrevocable 
and relentless decision when there is 
call ‘to ght ‘with his back to the 
wall.” : 

Beck's '.:bigness—the mysterious 
magnetic quality about the man— 
goes deeper than mere attractlye in- 
dividuality. It rests, in the final 
analysis, on fundamentals, His cone 
victions are himself. Years ago, 
early in life, He formed his own 
philosophy of public service. He 
determined for himself that buman- 
ity’was more important to the State 
than property, The welfare of ttose 
whom Lincoln described as the 
“common people” loomed larger ip 
his eyes than the smug, profit-accu- 
mulating complaisance of the Big In- 
terests, dominated as well as spelled 
with the capital “I.” He is a manu- 
facturer, and he turnedj his factories 
into profit-sharing-with-the-employ- 
ees concerns, He threw himself into 
municipal service , He launched pro- 
jects for pure dfinking water and 
fought the white plague by estab 
lishing sanitaria, Once, twice, 
thrice he was chosen ayor of bis 
home city of London. Then the peo- 
ple sent him to the Legislature. 

Here cgme his. greatest work, He 

was never a conventionnlist, He was 
a born trall-blazer, During tbe lat- 
ter part of his municipal experience 
he bad associated himself with an 
embryo niovement to secure Niagara 
power for the people, 
shortly after he had been made a 
member of the first Whitney. Cabinet 
he strode Into the Press Room at 
the Provincial Parliament Buildings 
and jnvited the newspapermen 
tcome to his room and confer with 
him. At tbat “conference” he did 
most of the talking. He had dream- 
{ed a dream, and with burning earn- 
jestness he talked for nearly an hour, 
When he finished, the Hydro-electric 
isystem, almost as it is known to- 
(day, bad been painted in prophetic 
picture, While the newspapermen 
were still sitting silent, .awed™ by 
what appeared then to be the daring 
and the immensity of the project, 
Adam Heck rose, 

“That,’” he commented brieily, “is 
the project I propose to lay before 
the Prime Minister and the Cabinet. 
It will go through. It Is a people's 
project; there is no party politics in 
it! J want the counsel, criticism, 
and ¢o-operation of the press." It 
was perbaps the first occasion when 
a Minister of the Crown appes'ed 
directly to the press even before tak- 
Ing bis plans into the Council cham- 
ber. 

Thé story of bow that dream has 
been realized .is recent history, 
There were times of up-bill, tugging; 
there were disappointments and dis- 
couragements; there were occasions 
when -the man had to “fight with bis 
back to the wall.” But the man and 
hix work triumphed; the dream came 
true; the vision became reality, 

Three qualities have stood him in 
good stead. He is thorough; ‘eo {is 
practical; be is enthusiastic. [f Adam 
| Beck were appointed a commission- 
er to investigate microbes, he would 
fin out more practical things, about 
germs than a professor of bacterio- 
logy. Then he would give leader- 
ship to a health campaign that 
would hum. His ‘campaigns are 
cyclonic. - His energy is dynamic. He 
dashes from meeting to meeting, }m.- 
parting his fire to each audience, 
sometimes five and six in a night. 
He fs patient and palostaking with 
honest doubt, but ruthless and re 
tentless toward organized opposition, 
Back of his earnest advocacy he has 
two big advantagos—ne has ‘made 
good,” and,tbe people belicve him 
to be “‘straight.” , 

Just how much, of his public suc- 
{cess is justly attributabld to the 
loyal and charming lady who ‘pre- 
aides over his home and the little 
daughter who is his almost constant

A Gallant Doctor, 


Colonel (Dr.) Howard G. Barrie, 
who Is again leaving for the front 
from his home in Kuling, China, and 
who has been twice honored by the 
Serbian’ Government, was formerly a 
resident of Toronto, He married the 
late Hon, Jobn Macdonald's daugh- 
ter, who with her three children aro 
at present In Kuling, China. At the 
lime of the South African war Dr. 
Barrle went over to South Africa in 
charge of sevoral students, ‘and was 
the first to organize the Y. M. C. A, 
on’ the battlefield. A few years xgo 
he went to China as a misisonary for 
the Methodist Church. Ho estab- 
Ushed a hospital-at Kuling, China, 
and went to Edinburgh, where he 
took a post-graduate course. When 
the present war broke out he volun- 
teered for service, and in charge of 
a medical unit, was sent to Serbia. 
He was the first English doctor in 
Serbia, and was in command of 
eighteen doctors. Gradually his 
staf! dwindted to three; he became a 
victim of typhus fever epldemic and 
was ordared home: to Ching, for a

A MINGLING OF MANY RACES. 


The Tewn Has a Slight ftalian Flavor, 
and -the, Striking Costumes of ite

A striking picture of strecf life in 
Salonik!, Greece, is girven,in a bulletin 
of the National Geographic society 
compiled from a communication tu the

It is interestihg to note that some 
cight million pieces of printed matter 
Were utilized in connection with the 
man-power inventory. 70 tons of pa- 
per went into the manufacturing of 
the cards and envelopes. Owing.to the 
short notice at which the work had to 
be accomplished, every envelope ma- 
chine in Canada, making the size re- 
quired,-was requisitional for night and 
day service for a considerable period! 
The more physical effort in handling 
these masses of material coveral times 
was a factor that had to be reckoned 
within outlining the organization. 

Other facts showing the magnitude 
of the work could be given, but from 
what has been stated abgye it will be 
realized that the National Service 
card records will constitute a means of 
solvipg many of the problems that 
will confront Canada during the — re-
